Paper for nearly decade actually 
had its birth the Phoenix, innova- 
tive, progressive, and community-ori- 
ented Cambridge underground tabloid, 
the fall 1969. Barnes was editor the 
time, and intensely committed and tal- 
ented but impoverished young staff put 
the thing out for love, not money. Then, 
the spring 1972, publisher Richard 
Missner culminated months feuding 
with his staff over editorial control fir- 
ing Barnes. The staff walked out pro- 
test, and while Missner was negotiating 
settlement the one hand, was 
quietly dealing with Stephen Mindich, 
publisher rival publication known 
Boston After Dark, the other. Two 
months after the strike was settled, Miss- 
ner sold the paper least its name, 


logo, and reputation Mindich for 
reputed $325,000 and gave the 
betrayed staffers four hours clean out 
their desks and depart. 

Instead, the former Phoenix em- 
ployees except George 
Kimball, who moved across the river 
anger over the way the strike had been 
settled decided stay together and 
publish communal newspaper, the Real 
Paper. Real Paper got its name 
through bit electoral 
revealed Arthur Friedman his own per- 
sonal history the paper, which ap- 
peared July, 1977, Anniver- 
edition. seems that former 
Phoenix people were still bickering over 
what their name should mo- 
ments before press conference sched- 
uled announce its birth.

What worries also that Meir may 
the inevitable, albeit extreme, result 
all these laws that organized religion has 
seemed enamored through the cen- 
not different from that the Reagan 
aide who doesn’t want pregnant women 
carrying genetically diseased babies get 
abortions. 

Meir’s melody may not play that well 
much Israel, but there’s constitu- 
ency there for hard-liners who make 
close impossible for Jew marry 
non-Jew. Most Jews, there, here, 
anywhere, who wish keep all the 
family act less from any pretension 
racial superiority than from fear that 
Jews, people, will someday dis- 
appear.

York Board Rabbis said back 1974 
that Jewish families should have least 
three kids. Rabbis worried out loud that 
the Holocaust, rising 
divorce rates among Jewish couples, 
smaller families, and intermarriage could 
wipe out the Jewish community. 

And that’s why year earlier, Reform 
rabbis, generally the most flexible 
Jewish clergy, voted oppose officiating 
mixed marriages. Having voted, 
they then voted not punish any 
Reform rabbi who continued perform 
mixed marriages. loved this. what 
being Jewish all about. the one 
hand, you this, but the 
other hand, who are tell you the 
one hand the first place, right? Right.

There’s nothing wrong with pray- 
ing, and you can home, the 
subway, the ball park. There un- 
doubtedly more praying any given 
night the dog track than any church 
synagogue your choice. But 
pray just when you want something. 
Give little thanks once while. 
right pray; wrong force 
somebody pray. 

Lying unnecessary most the 
time, and cowardly boot. Diplomacy 
nice, but honesty better. Cheating 
bad lying. smarmy. your own 
homework. learn something 
least. 

Read history. Listen your grand- 
parents’ stories, and learn that cen- 
tral heating and single-family houses 
were not always part your legacy. 
Learn how your mother’s ancestors were 
ridiculed for having come from Ireland 
and Germany and how your father, his 
father, and his father’s father fought 
defend religion they never studied. 

And, finally, when you bring home 
the person you are going marry, don’t 
worry much whether she 
Jewish, Gentile, agnostic, white, brown, 
black.

Timmy Holland, another 
veteran paramedic, arrives with 
two paramedic interns carrying 
radio and metal boxes filled with 
drugs and medical supplies. 
While Holland begins examine 
the victim, intern places three 
leads Hollis’s chest and hooks 
them EKG monitor that 
displays Hollis’s heartbeat 
screen and records two- 
inch strip graph paper. 
Another intern calls the Boston 
City Hospital (BCH) emergency 
room the C-MED (Control 
Medical Emergency Direction) 
radio and asks for the senior 
surgical resident. C-MED 
sophisticated system that allows 
doctor emergency room 
talk over clear channel para- 
medics the field. Paramedics 
are trained assess and describe 
condition. The resi- 
dent the emergency room pre- 
scribes drugs and procedures; the 
paramedics follow his orders. 
Conversations 
medics and residents are moni- 
tored all times doctor 
staffed BCH, who will 
intervene the need arrives. 

Kneeling over Hollis, Holland 
examines the trachea and listens 
both lungs through 
stethoscope. reports that the

breath sounds the right lung 
are weak. also reports that the 
abdomen tense and tender, and 
that there are bowel sounds 
bad sign. appears that the 
bullet has hit the right lung, caus- 
ing collapse and fill with 
blood. The bullet also appears 
have hit the diaphragm and the 
liver. tense abdomen indi- 
cation internal hemorrhaging. 
Blood from internal 
wounds pouring into his 
abdomen. 

The paramedic intern the 
radio relaying all this infor- 
mation Dr. Robert Cooper, the 
BCH surgical resident. in- 
sert two large-bore IVs and start 
Lactated Dr. Cooper 
says over the radio. 

Threading into vein, 
particularly large-bore IV, 
very delicate process. One the 
EMTs has anticipated the order 
and has the needles and 500-cc 
bags blood-replacing fluid 
ready. 

Timmy Holland, small, agile 
black man, slowly inserts 
into vein the inside each 
arm. The needles are drawn out, 
leaving pink Teflon catheters 
place. Blood drawn through 
them syringe, and four blood 
tubes are filled. Then long clear- 
plastic tubes running from the 
Lactated Ringers bag are hooked 


the catheters. 

intern the radio reports. 
Ringers clear fluid full elec- 
trolytes essential ions like 
sodium and potassium that 
used replace blood volume 
rapidly when there hemorrhag- 
ing. There are about five units 
blood the body unit 500 
cc). Two units Ringers can 
administered and there will still 
high enough concentration 
red blood cells oxygenate the 
body’s tissues. 

One the interns has been 
monitoring vital signs 
constantly. reports that the 
first unit Ringers has brought 
the blood pressure from 
inadequate response, sug- 
gesting that the internal hemor- 
rhaging severe. That much 
Ringers should have brought the 
blood pressure 120.

Paramedics can also perform 
endotracheal intubation (run 
oxygen tube down the trachea 
where bifurcates into the 
lungs), draw blood samples, 
apply the MAST suit, 
administer medicines. Most the 
medicines paramedics carry are 
used treat diabetes heart and 
respiratory problems. Para- 
medics carry adminis- 
ter narcotics, painkillers any 
kind. For one thing, narcotics 
could interfere with medicines 
that will given the 
emergency room; for another, 
carrying narcotics the 
ambulance would increase the 
chances being robbed 
addicts.

for serious backpacking. 

The design and technology available today’s tents, 
evidenced the sophisticated sculpture-like tents made 
the Moss Design Group, can amaze and baffle. Eastern 
Mountain Sports, Commonwealth Avenue, one the 
best places for novices start looking. Browse and ask 
questions the tent room. good source book (it rates tent 
brands and models) the Backpacking Equipment Buyers 
Guide William Kemsley (Collier Books, $8.95), also 
available EMS. Quality names tents, order 
distinction, are Moss, North Face, Sierra, Diamond Brand 
(EMS puts its label these), and Eureka. Eurekas, priced 
bit lower than the others, are recommended for beginning 
backpackers one-season campers. Its deluxe Timberline 
frame, retailing for $132.50, EMS best seller; this weighs 
seven pounds, four ounces and also offers space-adding 
vestibule for $36.75. 

The geodesic dome (via Buckminster Fuller) was 
popularized tent form designer Bill Moss 1955, 
when introduced the Pop Tent.

professional mental-health 

therapist. She suffering from 
pre-menstrual syndrome (PMS), collec- 
tion stress-related disorders that 
appear with maddening regularity just 
before menstruation and disappear once 
the monthly period commences. She has 
endured PMS symptoms greater 
lesser intensity every month her life 
since puberty. Over the years, doctors 
have prescribed everything from 
tranquilizers birth-control pills; when 
those help, they told her the prob- 
lems were psychological. She seems 
rational and articulate hard accept 
the violence her words, yet one day last 
winter she was driving home from work 
when she suddenly went into rage, los- 
ing control herself and her car and 
running into pedestrian the process. 

Another woman, 32, has been 
suffering mostly physical symptoms for 
years, ever since her first pregnancy. 
Her headaches and nausea and sinus 
problems occur every month like clock- 
work. They drive her distraction and 
violence. She has had her children taken 
from her, and she can’t understand why 
her husband doesn’t leave, too. 
want live with she says. 
third PMS has affected the 
rest her life that she doesn’t 
what normal anymore.” All three 
women have seen countless psychiatrists 
and gynecologists; far, nothing has 
worked. 

Many women suffer some kind pre- 
menstrual tension. Headaches, fatigue, 
swollen breasts, crying jags one nearly 
welcomes the relief cramps when 
period finally arrives. Most know 
few women who scream their kids, 
sulk their rooms, snap their col- 
leagues for two three days every 
month and then back 
when they start flow. The symptoms 
away, but the guilt and resentment 
stick around. 

And until very recently, pre-menstrual 
stress was considered most doctors 
inevitable side effect the female condi- 
tion. and bear it,’’ doctors would 
say, else they would prescribe Valium, 
special diets, orgasm, self-hypnosis 
nothing with proven medical success. But 
now least few doctors believe that 
PMS not psychosomatic, that 
caused complex chemical imbalance 
the body, and that can treated 
medically, with progesterone, female 
hormone. 

The three women described above have 
sought progesterone therapy because 
nothing else has worked. They suffer 
PMS rare severity, but they are not 
alone. Published medical studies have 
shown that child-beating, violent crimes, 
suicide attempts, and hospital admis- 
sions all are more prevalent during the 
pre-menstrual week than any other 
time the month. Katherina Dalton, 
British doctor who pioneered hormone 
therapy for PMS sufferers, has done 
studies women prison, athletes, 
and students; she believes inadequate 
progesterone levels are blame for host 
physical and emotional problems, 
especially the occur just 
before menstruation, when the body 
needs progesterone most. Although some 
women consider Dalton their personal 
savior, she was dismissed for years this 
country quick-fix charlatan because 
her studies are less than rigidly 
controlled. Even today, her work sus- 
pect many, both the medical es- 
tablishment and the women’s-health 
community.

Many pre-menstrual symp- 
toms result from too much having 
collected the tissues; raspberry, 
marjoram, and thyme herbal teas are mild 
diuretics.

However, one thing most health 
advocates and doctors agree that 
PMS symptoms affect both 
physical and emotional systems, and that 
change one system can set off reac- 
tion another. headache physical 
symptom that may make you irritable, 
but stress, emotional symptom, can 
cause the headache the first place. Sim- 
ilarly, blood-sugar levels often drop 
during the few days before menstru- 
ation, giving you craving for sweets. 
These are physical symptoms, but many

And offers personal reminis- 
cence the local Medford-West 
Medford-Boston scene, observed from 
for the Boston Chronicle and Guardian 
and charter member the Negro 
Associated Press. Kountze, fact, could 
have written book his own life the 
sports bubble, since his firsts are quite 
impressive was, for example, the 
first black reporter cover the National 
Hockey League regular basis. was 


also one the sports and political figures 
who pressured the Red Sox sign black 
ballplayers, crusade that proved noble 
failure. 

Kountze, who avoids technical jargon 
favor simple elegance style, 
divides his book into analysis and 
anecdote; his accounts failures and 
triumphs take place within optimistic 
sociological perspective. argues for 
sport character builder and down- 
plays the bigotry and stupidity that cost 
many people career the limelight. 
also attacks long-held beliefs about 
what sports blacks prefer.

director, Brooks has seldom been 
more than competent, and his writing has 
always been inconsistent. Two his 
films managed transcend these limita- 
tions: The Producers had idea bril- 
liant that the film worked despite its 
botched execution, while Young Frank- 
enstein had modest idea parody 
horror movies that was executed 
near perfection. But with most Brooks 
films, one wades through lot gar- 
bage savor the nuggets inspired lu- 
nacy. All jokes are tasteless and 
infantile when they work, the taste- 
lessness acts foil for the wit; the re- 
sults are shocking, and yet inevitable.

The sloppy, smirky style History 
closest Blazing Saddles, which was 
most successful film the box 
office.

The jokes are devoid wit; and 
every punchline predictable that 
always miles ahead the script.

Ithough guitar has always been rock ‘n’ 
primary lead instrument, there have 
been few pure rock guitar albums. 
Although instrumental tradition has always 


existed within rock, there been consistent

from John McLaughlin’s psychedelic masterpiece 
Devotion and Fripp and Eno’s Pussyfooting, 
there been any significant records given 
unchained orchestrations guitar effects without 
either jazz/fusion, head/solo structure looser 
Ten Years After/Ted Nugent boogie. Now, 
pop period that celebrates only posthumous, half- 
finished Hendrix studio jams and Fripper- 
concert recordings, have Escape, psy- 
chedelic guitar album for the ‘80s. 

Jody Harris, charter member the original 
Contortions and currently the just-recorded, all- 
instrumental Raybeats, and Robert Quine, original 
and current Voidoid (he has also recorded with 
Lydia Lunch, Material, and Lester Bangs), did this 
primitive living-room jam themselves.

The movie quivers with the laugh- 
ter that enemies share. one scene, the 
satiny Bellog tries seduce Marion with 
liquor, and the time she goes after him 
with knife, the two are giggling merrily, 
caught the intoxication booze 
and peril. Later, during magnificent 
motor chase that becomes hair-raising 
homage every thundering-stagecoach 
scene ever made, Indy finds himself grap- 
pling with Nazi the cab truck, 
and the exhilaration the chase seeps 
into them, and his adversary begin 
beam, grin, laugh together; 
little like the hysterical laughter the 
Russian roulette scene The Deer 
Hunter. Raiders the Lost Ark 
incredibly liberating that way. Watching 
thrill follow upon thrill, you can feel 
yourself shedding the usual concerns 
about meaning and structure; you roll 
along with the whizbang, caught 
boyish ecstasy beyond morality and mes- 
sages. 

Whenever Ronald Lacey appears, for 
instance, the wittily named Nazi tor- 
turer Toht, one helplessly eggs him on. 
squat, bespectacled little demon who 
looks like Truman Capote especially 
foul snit, Lacey’s very presence promises 
danger, and one loves him for it. 
mutters threats Marion his Peter 
Lorre voice, who will think complain 
about violence toward women the glib- 
ness letting Nazis represent pure evil? 
acknowledging that movie need 
nothing but fun, Spielberg and Lucas 
throw away the necessity for building 
motivations and rationales there’s 
time for that. And part this rollicking 
atmosphere comes from the way their 
movie was shot. Avoiding the careful, 


(Through the Goal Posts Add- 
ing the emotional pandering the 
band itself.

pretty-pretty compositions and effects 
both capable of, Lucas and Spiel- 
berg set out make super movie 
and make under schedule and under 
budget (at $20 million, it’s steal).
